NAVAL FLYER ON TRIAL 
REPUTED ROMEO OF AIR 


Washington Society Gossip Is 
That Officer Flew Low to 
Thrill Girl Friend. 


By Leased Wire from the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—An 
other plane flashed across the 
scene today at the court martial 
of Lieut Thomas B. Williamson. 
naval pilot, charged with viola- 
tion of the anti-low flying regula- 
tion and “stunting’”’ his plane in 
the vicinity of the Argonne apart- 
ments here, July 24. 

Lieut. Williamson, according to’ 
gossip in society circles, met at 
Annapolis a young woman who 
lives in the apartments and on the 
day in question was playing Romeo 
to his Juliet in most modern fash- 
ion, dwellers in many stories of the 
building holding their breath in 
mortal fear as he roared past 
their windows and . pedestrians 
scurrying for cover lest the pane 
be dashed to the paved street. 

Flyer Denies Charges. 

The young Raval flyer insists he 
did not at any time fly lower than 
2000 feet, except when he exe- 
cuted a couple of zooms and even 
then he did not lose’ sufficient 
speed or altitude’ to prevent a 
forced landing without endanger- 
ing others. Furthermore, he de- 
clares these stunts were performed 
over Rock Creek Park, nearby. 
not in the immediate vicinity of 
the apartment house. 

Be that as it may, and regardless 
of the identity of the second plane, 
vhich promises at least to furnish 
an element of doubt, the story of

Miss Shuster ventvred the re- 
mark that she thought Lieut. Wil- 
liamson’s flying attractive. The 
court prosecutor in turn thought at 
last he had struck something and 
began firing questions. What did 
sh. mean by “attractive?” Miss 
Shuster did not bat an eye, saying 
simply that the navy officer’s plane 
was so high as to be almost invisi- 
ble and looked like a huge and 
lovely bird. 

Asked whether Lieut. Williamson 
stunted in her presence, Miss Shu- 
ster Was emphatic in her denial. 

Witness.Tells of Second Plane. 

W. F. Mitchell Jr., technical ex- 
pert of the Railway Board of Medi- 
ation and a former aviator, sub- 
stantiated Miss Shuster’s testimony 
about a second plane. He said this 
plane passed directly over him at 
an altitude of 350 feet, making two 
very steep banks. Mr. Mitchell said 
he noticed it was a commercial 
plane, carrying two persons, and of 
a construction and coloring similar 
to that of the naval officer.

2600 SEE AIR CIRCUS 
AT LAMBERT FIELD 


Thirty-fifth Division Corps 
Closes Two Weeks’ Encamp- 
ment With Exhibition, 


The 35th Division Air Corps yes- 
terday afternoon closed its two 
weeks’ encampment at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field with an informal fly- 
ing circus, which was attended by 
about 3500 aviation fans. 

Led by the commanding officer, 
Major C. Ray Wassall, a six-plane 
formation opened the show. After 
a series of well-executed evolutions 
over the field, three ““Jennies”—ob- 
solete training planes—dropped out 
and the remaining three planes ran 
off a win-to-wing formation flight. 

It was neat air work, with Lieuts. 
Julius Johannpeter and Robert L. 
Coulter in the PT-1’s on either side 
of “Wassall’s’. ship. Meanwhile 
Capt. William M. Robertson had 
taken off in a “Jennie” for an alti- 
tude flight. He landed within 50 
minutes and reported that his alti- 
meter showed 14,400 feet at the 
height of the flight. 

Exhibitions of message dropping 
and the laying of a light smoke 
screen preceded two “dead stick” 
landings by Capt. Russell Young 
and Lieut. William Wimer, in 
which the flyers brought their 
Planes down from 1000 feet with 
the motors dead. 

Planes Tied Together. 

Wassall, Coulter and Johann- 
peter, who had looped their planes 
in formation in their first trip 
aloft, tied their ships together with 
30-foot lengths of tape and took off 
without breaking the thin bindings 
which kept the planes wing to 
wing. 

In circling the field Johannpeter 
broke his tape but Coulter kept his 
intact and landed beside the Ma- 
jor’s plane with the line unbroken. 
Johannpeter made up for his lapse 
in breaking the tape in the follow- 
ing event, a race for six planes, 

The contest was five times over 
a triangular course which kept the 
ships in sight of the crowd virtual- 
ly all of the time. Johannpeter 
sent his PT-1 over the course just 
a few feet off the ground, making 
the turns in spectacular manner. 
His nearest competitor was a half 
mile behind him when he crossed 
the finish lien. 

Race Completes Program. 

The final event was a race be- 
tween Maj. Wassall in a Douglas 
observation plane and Coulter in a 
DH-4. Wassall hung behind his 
junior officer until the last lap and 
closed up easily with his faster 
and newer ship to win the race, Jo- 
hannpeter closed the day by giving 
a flashing exhibition of stunt fly- 
ing as the crowd broke up. 

It was the last appearance of 
the squadron's “Jennies,” the JN’s 
on which hundreds of American 
aviators:learned the flying game 
during the war. The War Depart- 
ment has decreed their destruction 
and after Sept. 1, they will be 
chopped up and burned, to be re- 
placed by the newer PT-1’s.

INQUEST, LATER 
GHANGES MIND 


Orders Inquiry Into Death 
of Man, Killed by Auto, 
Whose Body Was Taken 
to Rival Undertaker. 


Coroner Louis H. Bopp of St. 
Louis County yesterday refused to 
hold an inquest into the death of 
John Keyes, an automobile victim, 
whose body was taken to a rival 
undertaking establishment, instead 
of being taken to Bopp’s private 


mortuary in Kirkwood. 

Later in the day, when Walter 
Whitaker was arrested in connec- 
tion with the fatality, Bopp re- 
considered his decision, and an 
inquest will be held tomorrow 
morning. 

Keyes, who was 45 years old 
and lived south of Valley Park, 
was struck by Witaker’s automo- 
bile, on a roadway near his home, 
late Monday night. He died Fri- 
day in Bethesda-Dilworth Memo- 
rial Hospital, Kirkwood. 

Rival Undertaker Took Body. 

Keyes’ family summoned Kenneth 
Koch, undertaker at Fenton, and 
he took the body to prepare it for 
burial. He notified Coroner Bopp 
of the death. Koch said later that 
Bopp seemed to be surprised and 
angry because the business had not 
gone to Bopp’s establishment. As 
Coroner, Bopp instructed the at- 
tending physician, Dr. F. P. Knabb 
of Valley Park, to sign 2 burial 
certificate, without an inquest. Dr. 
Knabb certified that Keyes had 
died from a fracture of the spine, 
with two rib fractures. The fu- 
neral was set for 2 p. m. today. 

Bopp, when first asked about the 
case by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
said he had not been “officially 
notified” of the death, and would 
not hold an inquest. 

Deputy Sheriff Arrests Driver. 

Reporters at Clayton informed 
the Sheriff's office of the matter, 
and a deputy sheriff arrested Whit- 
aker, who lives south of Valley 
Park. He was taken to Clayton 
and held in jail. being unable to 
furnish $500 bond. He admitted 
that his machine hit Keyes, but 
said the accident was unavoidable, 
and that because of a steep grade, 
the light of the car did not show 
the man in the roadway ahead. He 
carried the injured man to Dr. 
Knabb’s home. 

As the Sheriff’s office was hold- 
ing Whitaker “for the Coroner,” it 
became necessary for that official 
to call an inquest, as the law re- 
quires him to do in any case of a 
violent death, whether or not an 
arrest has been made. 

The Louis H. Bopp Undertaking 
Co., headed by Coroner Bopp. en- 
joys a virtual monopoly of funer- 
als of persons dying by violence 
in the county. The Coroner 15 
notified whenever a person is 
found dead under unusual circum- 
stances, and the body almost in- 
variably is taken to Bopp’s mortu- 
ary. Other undertakers have 
complained the Coroner takes an 
unfair advantage, due to his offi- 
cial position, and “freezes” them 
out. 

A recent Missour! law prohibits 
a Coroner from being a private 
undertaker at the same time. Waren 
this law went into effect. Coroner 
Bopp announced his son, Roland. 
would take charge of the Bopp Co., 
but the firm still is known as the 
Louis H. Bopp Undertaking Co., 
f/and Coroner Bopp continues as the 
active head.

NEGRO HEALTH CONDITIONS 
GROW WORSE, LODGE HEARS 


Kansas City Doctor Points to High 
Tuberculosis and Infant 
Death Rate. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Negro 
health conditions throughout the 
country are worse than ever before, 
Dr. William J. Thompkins of Kan- 
sas City told the Benevolent Pro- 
tective Order of Elks of the World, 
in convention here. 

“This is particularly true in the 
Southern and central cities,” Dr. 
Thompkins said. “Throughout the 
country the percentage of tubercu- 
losis deaths,, largely because of 
neglect, is seven times higher 
among the Negroes than among the 
whites; the infant mortality among 
Negroes is nearly twice that among 
whites, and deaths by homicide. 
partly owing to bad educational and 
living conditions, are eight times 
more numerous.” A nation-wide 
survey with the view of obtaining 
remedial legislation and spreading 
educational propaganda has been 
undertaken by the 700 Negro Elk 
lodges in all parts of the country.

“Second Thoughts 


First Nights” 
By Alison Smith 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27. 
FTER long summer nights of 
half empty theaters and weeks 


without a single opening, the new 
season has suddenly awakened into 
action. It began with five new 
plays in the.week before last one. 
As a season’s starter, however, this 
was a matter of quantity rather 
than quality—with one conspicu- 
ous exception. For, in the midst 
of a mediocre list which included 
everything from moral melodrama 
te incredible farce, Florenz Zieg- 
feld brought his “Follies” back to 
the New Amsterdam. 

For weeks, this twenty-first edl- 
tion of the famous revue had been 
heralded as the most ambitious of 
them all. It is not quite’ that. 
There have been louder “Follies” 
and certainly funnier ones, and we 
recall some that were invested with 
even more pomp and circtumstance. 
But, as “Follies’’ go, it certainly 
meets the extravagant carols of its 
press agent half way. It has tons 
of gilt and velvet hangings and 
yards of brilliant Urban canvas 
and row after row of whirling chor- 
uses. In fact, the most critical ob- 
server would admit that it had ev- 
erything—except the faintest glim- 
mer of imagination. 

This does not mean that there 
{fs not at least one figure’ that 
brings to it the most satisfying 
form of ariful lunatic humor. Ed- 
die Cantor is the chief comedian 
and, while he is on the stage, you 
could ask for no fuller compensa- 
tion for the price you paid to get 
in or for the trouble of getting 
your evening clothes out of cam- 
phor. He plays in black face, in 
ballet clothes, in a taxi-cab strug- 
gle and in the official garb of May- 
or Walker and while some of his 
skits might faintly horrify the more 
sedate theater goer you can be sure 
that he never bores them. As long 
as he is bouncing before the foot- 
lights in that curious epeleptic ex- 
citement of his, the show is at its 
most amusing and stimulating best. 
It is, of course, unfair to blame the 
performance because it was not all 
Eddie Cantor but for all that, we 
could not rid ourselves of an ac- 
tive sense of resentment. whenever 
he left the stage. 


E also felt that more might 

have been done with that ex- 
cellent laconic comedian Andrew 
Tombes who merely wanders on 
occasionally for meagre bits of his 
suave and deliberate comedy. It is 
the comparatively brief attention 
given both these players that leads 
to the impression that they were 
smothered under the elaborate bulk 
of a topheavy performance. There 
are times when it manages even to 
drown out the strains of Irving Ber- 
lin’s characteristic melodies which 
have contributed at least one song 
hit (ecstatically called “Ooh, Maybe 
It’s You”) to the new Beason. 

Of course, even in a production 
as big as the “Follies,” the direc- 
tor has to make a choice. Mr. 
Ziegfeld has made his. Instead of 
attempting any subtlety of wit or 
meaning in his whole scheme, he 
has seen fit to dazzle his spectators 
with a blinding bright-hued whirl 
of lights, color and prancing show- 
girls. This policy is based on the 
theory that the average revue au- 
dience would rather watch a stage 
packed to the footlights with glit- 
tering display than to listen to the 
most brilliant humor and the most 
bewitching melodies. And judging 
from the fact that the current 
“Follies” has been playing to long 
rows of standing room only ever

It is hardly a film to be 
judged by its narrative, for despite the fantastic nature of the story, 
it is, on the whole, unconvincing, lacking in suspense and at times 
extravagantly theatric. It suggests a combination of a preachment 
on capital and labor in a city of the future, an R. U. R. idea and 
something of Mrs. Shelley’s “Frankenstein.” Its moral is that the 
brains and the hands fail when the heart (love) does not work with 
them.

to the story. Fritz Lang, the German director, who as respon- 

sible for the “Siegfried” film, handled the making of the photo- 
crama. Occasionally it strikes one that he wanted to include too 
much and then that all one anticipates does not appear. But at 
the same time the various ideas have been spliced. together quite 
adroitly. It is a-subject-on which an adverse comment bas to be 
taken from the perspective of the enormity of the task, as most other 
pictures would fade into insignificance if compared to it. When one 
criticises the halting steps of workmen, their stagy efforts to dem- 
onstrate fatigue and even the Jacking details of life in this metrop- 
olis, one realizes that there is in this screen effort much that borders 
cn symbolism. 

The narrative is based on a novel by Mr. Lang’s wife, Thea von 
Harbou, who also supplied the manuscripts for ‘“IThe Indian Mauso- 
leum” and “Siegfried.” Roughly, it concerns an inventor who makes 
a woman from a real woman, without injuring the latter. This 
manufactured Mary at first is employed to quell the dissatisfied 
workers, but by some queer freak she eventually incites the men and 
women laborers to rebel against the wealthiest man in Metropolis. 

Here the producer shows the laborers living in tall buildings 
underground, while the families of the wealthy enjoy the fresh air 
and sunshine atop a great skyscraper. Metropolis is ruled by John 
Masterman, a man of great brain and whose only soft spot in his 
heart is for his son, Eric. This son falls in love with Mary, one of 
the workers, and he, in sympathy for those who work and dwell far 
under the ground, becomes one of the underlings, much against his 
father’s wishes.

16) which reminds us about 
what the United States Bureau of 
Biological Survey is contemplating 
doing in the way of taking the 
census of ducks, geese, swans and 
coots, and obtaining some accurate 
information regarding distribution, 
migration and fluctuation in num- 
bers of the different species. By 
establishing observation stations 
throughout the United States, Can- 
ada and Mexico where monthly 
counts will be made throughout the 
entire year much valuable infor- 
mation can be had which will be of 
vast heip in administering the 
Migratory Bird Treaty Act. 


Competent observers will be 
selected at points where these birds | 


congregate who will, as far as pos- | 
sible, make an accurate count once 
a month, and this count to be made 
at each station on the same day. 
which will avoid any chance of du- | 
plication. Information obtained by | 
this survey will be much more ac- | 
curate than any that might be had | 
from- volunteer observers who | 
would not g0 about making the 
count in a@ systematic manner. 


The plan for this waterfow! sur- 
vey is more. comprehensive than 
anything along the same lines that 
has ever been attempted in this 
country or possibly in any other. 
This survey is intended to be con- 
tinuous and will be more valuable | 
from year to year. Now if each

ILLINOIS PLANS FORTY : 
FOOT SUPER-FIGHWAY 


Expect New Kankakee-Chicago 
Route to Relieve Traffic 
Congestion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANKEKEE, IIll., Aug. 27.—A 
proposed super-highway, 40 feet 
wide and running in a direct line 
from Kankakee to Chicago, a dis- 
tance of 60 miles, planned to be 
constructed early next year, marks 
the beginning of.a move in Illinois 
to relieve traffic co on into 
Chicago from the south. e route 
is to be known as Illinois Highway 
49 and is to be paid for out of the 
$100,000,000 Illinois road bond ts- 
sue. 

The board of supervisors of Kan- 
kakee county have assumed a dis- 
interested attitude in regard to the 
new road. Thus far they have not 
even plotted the right-of-way for 
it, and as a result the exact date 
on which construction will begin 
is problematical. Recently, Gov- 
ernor Small went before the board 
and urged them to provide the nec- 
essary right-of-way immediately so 
that preliminaries could be expe- 
dited and delay in construction 
kept at a minimum. 

The new route, which will be- 
gin at Kankakee, will closely fol- 
low the Illinois Central Railroad 
right-of-way through Monee, Peo- 
tone and Manteno.

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RELUCTANT IMPERIALISM 


Have United States Marines, Like the Ancient Mariner, Shot the Bird 
That Made the Wind Blow?

HREE hundred Nicaraguans, the larger 
part of a band that attacked a small 
and isolated garrison of marines, were re- 
cently slaughtered by airplane bombers of 
the United States marine corps. The State 
Department said that they were bandits. 
Even their former liberal commander-in- 
chief has disowned them. But their leader 
claimed to be fighting to vindicate the na- 
tional honor; and by defying the marines 
he expected to appefil in a dramatic way 
to the conscience of the world. Already 
his appeal has awakened sympathetic re- 
sponse in Latin America and outbursts of 
horror at the methods of our Government. 
Have the United States marines, like the 
Ancient Mariner, shot the bird that made 
the wind blow? Has the imperialism of 
the United States killed pan-American 
friendship? 
For th

most part, the American people 
lous of any imperialistic design 
upon Latin American countries: and it 
would surprise them to learn how many 
separate military interventions have oc- 
curred in the Caribbean between 1898 and 
1927; in Cuba, four; in Panama, five; in 
Nicaragua, six; in Santo Domingo, one; in 
Haiti, one; in Mexico, two; in Honduras, 
six; in Costa Rica, one. Some of these 
have attracted little attention, as they were 
unattended by any loss of life and were for 
short periods. 

But Latin American countries are fully 
aware of the steady advance of the political 
influence of the United States. and as far 
away as Argentine popular protests have 


been awakened. President Coolidge in a 
speech in New York on April 25, definitely 
stated that the United States, had a moral 
responsibility for the countries north of 


Panama not attaching to other nations; in 


effect he seemed;to say that we had as- 
sumed a mandate for them. Of these coun- 
tries, Mexico is the only one strong enough 
to make an effective protest: and Mexico 
is apparently seeking the sympathies of all 
the other Spanish-speaking republics and 
carrying on a@ newspaper propaganda 
against Yankee imperialism. In appraising 
this situation, the following facts should 
be kept in mind: 

1. There have always been in each re- 
public men of influence who were willing 
to co-operate with American intervention 
and profit by it. President Diaz of Nica- 
ragua invited our Government to send 
marines to his country. Even in Mexico, 
while no one would suggest military inter- 
vention, presidential candidates in their pro- 
nouncements seem to make a bid for Amer- 
ican support. 

2. The United States Government has oth- 
er expedients besideg military intervention 
for carrying out its policy in these coun- 
tries: these are the recognition or non- 
recognition of Presidents, the placing or the 
lifting of an embargo on the shipment of 
arms and the approving or: disapproving of 
loans from Amerigan banks.

sons for exercising political pressure upon 
thése weaker republics. First of all, there 
is the growing demand for the protection 
of owr citizens and their property. In the 
second place, the citizens of European coun- 
tries must be protected, as the Monroe Doc- 
trine bars their Governments from interven- 
tion. In the third place, the internal af- 
fairs of a Caribbean republic may become 
so distressful by reason of civil strife, that 
the interests of humanity demand interven- 
tion. This is what happened this last year 
in Nicaragua. Under the circumstances, the 
forcible disarmament of both factions was 
the wisest policy. but it is true that our 
Government was responsible in large meas- 
ure for those circumstances by its previous 
blundering. If it had not given moral and 
material support to Adolfo Diaz, his Gov- 
ernment would have quickly fallen and 
there would have been no prolonged civil 
strife. Finally there are the interests of 
the United States in the Panama Canal and 
in the second canal on which we have pur- 
chased an option from Nicaragua. Last 
winter it was announced from Washington 
that the success of the liberal revolution, 
backed as it was by Mexico, and with ten- 
dencies toward bolshevism. would endanger 
the Isthmian canal interests. Washington 
evidently fears Mexican influence in Central 
America. 

4. Our policy in the Caribbean has 
earned for us the ill-will of all Latin Amer- 
ica. There has been a disparity between 
our theory and our practice. We have dis- 
claimed having any designs upon our fel- 
low republics prejudicial to their liberty, 
their independence, and their sovereignty: 
and yet their sovereignty has been pro- 
visionally set aside by our intervention and 
their consciousness of nationhood wounded. 
Herein is the cause of most of their dis- 
trust and hatred of the United States. 

5. On the other hand. our intervention 
has been of marked material benefit to each 
country coneerned. Vera Cruz was a new 
city after the American occupation in the 
time of President Wilson. Cuba and Santo 
Domingo have been set forward many years 
in the progress of civilization because of 
the administration of American Governors 
for periods of a few years. Haiti is now 
being transformed by sanitation. public 
works, educational and financial reforms. 
There is no question but that Nicaragua 
will benefit greatly because of the tem- 
porary marine occupation. “Tt is even Iike- 
ly that the liberals who raised the revolu- 
tion against the Diaz Government, and who 
were thwarted in their purpose by our 
Government, will win the presidency next 
year in orderly elections ‘under foreign 
supervision. It seems a pity that we cannot 
help these countries without provoking 
anti-American outbursts of wrath and with- 
out such a heavy cost in human life. If 
there must be intervention in the interest 
of humanity. could not other Latin Ameri- 
can nations be associated with the United 
States in accordance with some plan pre- 
viously agreed upon? 

Meanwhile our overlordship in the Carib- 
bean fis a growing concern to other nations. 
We are reluctant to acknowledge imper- 
lalism, but esr achievements outrun our 
conscious purposes. It is time to ask 
whither we are 4rifting as a result of main- 
taining the Monroe Doctrine as an unilat- 
eral policy.

In the second 
episode, when the Riga agreement 
was tentatively repudiated, the 
Soviets were able to obtain a com- 
promise. 

The Russian harvest in, the A. 
R. A. was prepared to adapt its 
program to fighting the effects of 
the famine. A tentative program 
calling for feeding 3,000,000 chil- 
dren was under consideration. Has- 
kell informed Kameneff that the A. 
R. A. would continue its work in 
Russia only under provisions of the 
Riga agreement. Kameneff replied 
it was his opinion that it would be 
unnecessary to conclude a supple- 
mentary agreement. He stated that 
he presumed an exchange of let- 
ters between Haskell and himself 
would suffice to reach an under- 
standing. 


New Set of Rules Made »y Soviet 
Headquarters. 


Haskell therefore was amazed in 
October, when one Sunday after- 
noon a messenger from Lander’s 
office handed him an undated 
memorandum which s-id in effect 
that all future reli«: irk would 
have to be conduci«d through a 
new Soviet organization, the Cen- 
tral Committee for Fighting the 
Consequences of the Famine (short- 
eend by the Russians to ‘“Posled- 
gol”) and that no more kitchens 
or other relief stations of any 
kind would be permitted where 
similar soviet institutions already 
existed. It further stated that dry 
rations must be supplied to the ex- 


isting soviet stations, and that 
where new kitchens were opened, 
bermission must be secured in ad- 
vance from the Soviet Government. 

Regarding what was known as 
the “food draft parcels” —$10 pack- 
ages paid for by individuals out- 
side Russia and payable in food to 
individuals or groups in Russia— 
the memorandum stated: “The 
Trade Union organizations are to 
be drawn into the closest partici- 
pation in the distribution of par- 
cels. It also is necessary to grant 
the Russian Trade Union the right 
of ordering and buying parcels in 
preference to other persons and 
organizations. The representatives 
of the Soviet Government and the 
Trade Union reserve the right of 
controlling the distribution of par- 
cels and refusing to permit the de- 
livery of parcels where speculation 
or abuse is discovered.” 


As for medical supplies, the 
memorandum stated the same prin- 
ciples applied to food relief and 
parcels delivery should be applied, 
namely, that the selection of the 
beneficiaries and the allocation of 
supplies should be only by agree- 
ment with the Commissariat of 
Health. These demands violated 
three fundamental] paragraphs in 
the Riga agreement: (1) That the 
A. R. A. should be allowed to set 
up the necessary organizations for 
carrying’ out its relief work free 
from governmental and other in- 
terference; (2) .that in obtaining 
Russian and other personnel, the A. 
R. A. should have complete free- 
dom as to selection, and (3) that 
the A. R. A. relief would be for 
the children and the sick, without 
regard to race, religion, or social or 
political status. 


Haskell Delivers Ultimatum. 


Haskell delivered a 46-hour ultt- 
matum to Lander. After stating 
his objections to the memorandum, 
he bluntly concluded by asking: 
“Does the Soviet Government in- 
tend to maintain the sanctity of 
the Riga agreement during the 
time the American Relief Adminis- 


tration continues its relief opera- 
tions in Russia?” 

Five hours later, Haskell had an 
informal explanation from Lander, 
which said that he had not intend- 
ed to raise the question of revision 
of the Riga agreement and the 
memorandum was issued for other 
relief organizations. One hour be- 
fore the ultimatum expired, he pre- 
sented a formal answer which said 
that while the question of revision 
of the Riga agreement had not 
been raised by his Government, its 
details and its interpretation were 
subject to discussion and negatia- 
tion for the purpose of co-ordinat- 
ing the work. After considerable 
negotiation, the A. R. A. finally de- 
cided to interpret the agreement 
liberally, and by reducing its pro- 
gram, gradually concentrated its 
feeding in soviet institutions, under 
close A. R. A. inspection. 

While Moscow was having its 
difficulties, the men in the prov- 
inces were having more trouble 
with the actual distribution. They 
were confronted by orders signed 
by Lander and Kameneva, Commis- 
sar Kameneva’s wife and a-sister 
of Trotzky, telling them that an 
agreement had been‘ reached be- 
tween the soviet officials and the 
A. R. A. in Moscow, whereby all fu- 
ture supplies were to be ‘turned 
over to the soviet officials. Even 
after the Moscow office had refused 
the demands of the soviet officials, 
the A. R. A. men in the provinces 
were met with two other orders 
which said that the supplies must 
be turned over to the soviet offi- 
cilals for distribution. 

Men Ordered to Sit Tight. 

Very little, if any, American food 
was turned over. The Moscow A. R. 
A. had ordered its men in the 
provinces to sit tight and handle 
the distribution themselves. 

Fisher's history does not go into

WALKS ON THREE LEG 


It Begins Stroll to River for

“The biggest thing that walks’— 
‘a 280-ton piece of dredging machin- 
‘ery that walks on three mechanical 
‘legs—has been set up here and is

ponderous machine “walks” aboard 
its weight will be evenly distrib- 
uted and cause no tipping. 
“Walking” is accomplished by 
two mechanical “feet,” each 34 feet 
long, at the sides.

“foot”’ in the center, which is its 
turntable. In walking, the two side 
“feet” are operated by 31-foot 
cams, or eccentric wheels. 

As the cam-wheels turn, the two 
feet are driven downward, lifting 
the excavator, and then back, pro- 
pelling it forward. As the turn 
continues the feet lift again, let- 
ting the excavator rest on its third 
“foot,” the turntable, and swing 
forward for another step. The ex- 
cavator will take three seven-foot 
steps a minute. 

Power for walking, as well as 
dredging, is provided by a 240- 
horsepower Diesel-electric plAnt, 
with the same type of control 
which enables some of the newer 
craft of the Navy to be operated 
by a single man in any one of 16 
control positions.

Zimmerman thinks these people 
formed a coaliNn with Norsemen liv- 
ing near present Boston, a district 
known to these Norsemen‘as Vineland. 
Legends tell of a wreat uprising of 
Iroquois and Delaware Indians about 
1400. It is believed that the band 
of whites was then cut off from the 
sea, and fled westward. The graves 
found in Ohio indicate the direction 
they took, and the seeming conclu- 
sion of such graves in Kansas marks 
their last stand. 

Zimmerman thinks that skeletons 
found in these graves bear out his con 
tentions. Some of them are nearly 
seven feet in height, while the skulls 
are much more elongated than Indlaa 
skulls found in the vicinity. 

There also is the historical record 
telling of Maurice Griffith, who, wit 
five Delaware Indians, made a trip UD 
the Missouri River in 1765, and im 
the hilly country was taken to a coum 
cil house of Indians who lived in the 
ground and were ruled over by white 
chiefs who understood Spanish and 
had manuscripts of Biblical works.
